Vince Vaughn makes no secret that he’s a 
Chicago guy 

The star of the upcoming “Four Christmases” 
grew up in the northern suburbs and was no 
stranger to the city’s museums and sporting 
events as a kid, he told RedEye in an inter- 
view a few years back. So it should come as no 
shock that when he lands the cover of Esquire 
magazine, as he did for its December “genius” 
issue, one of the questions he’s asked is about 
Chigcao baseball— and his favorite team. 

“I root for both teams,” Vaughn tells the 
magazine. “I’m a Cubs fan ... as a kid, the 
Cubs were my team.” 


But he doesn’t play favorites. 

“I’ve always rooted for both,” he says. 
“Because I love Chicago most of all.” 

If Chicago is Vaughn’s No. i love, starring 
in holiday films can’t be far behind. The actor 
seems to be making something of a tradition 
out of the practice with his latest project, 
“Eour Christmases,” the second holiday flick 
he’s made in as many years. In the movie, 
which opens Wednesday, Vaughn and co-star 
Reese Witherspoon play the blissfully unmar- 
ried Brad and Kate, who ditch their families 
every Christmas for sunny vacations far, far 
away The two hit a glitch this time around 
when their flight gets canceled and they have 
to visit their divorced parents’ respective holi- 
day gatherings. That’s each of Brad’s folks sep- 
arately and each of Kate’s for a total of— you 
guessed it— four Christmases in one day 
Though the dysfunction makes for some 
funny moments, Vaughn says there is some 
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laughs 


truth to the comedy about the kinds of 
family gatherings that don’t always come 
tied with a bow 

“Reese’s character Kate and my charac- 
ter, they think they’ve figured out how to 
avoid getting hurt in life,” Vaughn says in a 
video released to etonline.com. ‘^A.nd how to 
really live and be happy and they go through 
the journey of seeing each other’s families, 
they realize, ‘OK we’ve learned stuff about 
each other and maybe that really is living, 
like knowing stuff and sharing things and 
experiencing the highs and lows and hav- 
ing someone still love you for who you are. 
Maybe that’s more important.’ ” 

His comment there is not unlike the 
sentiment he expressed in his interview 
with Esquire, in which he was asked what 
it is that makes something funny His 
response? Surprisingly verbose. 

“I think it’s when you have an insight 


that people can relate to, but you have 
a perspective that maybe they haven’t 
thought of— that can be funny,” he tells 
the magazine. “If I’m saying a universal 
truth, but maybe it’s something that peo- 
ple don’t feel comfortable saying. ... It’s a 
strange take, but at the same time, what 
you’re hitting on is kind of right. 'You can 
relate. That’s the heart of comedy” 

If that’s what’s guided Vaughn on his 
movie-making decisions over the past few 
years, he may be on to something. 'With 
hits including “Old School,” “Wedding 
Crashers” and “The Break-Up” under his 
belt, the famously friendly actor is poised 
to at least make a dent in the holiday box 
office. So why should you see it? 

“I think it’s so relatable,” Vaughn says in 
the etonlme.com video. “We have the fun 
job of raising the stakes and going even fur- 
ther with it to make it really funny” 




Witherspoon unwrapped 


Reese Witherspoon’s char- 
acter in the upcoming “Four 
Christmases” doesn’t always 
have the easiest relationship 
with the holiday season, but 
in real life the actress is all 
about Dec. 25. 

“Oh I love Christmas,” 
she says in a video posted 
on etonline.com. “It’s so great. Christmas is 
always great with kids around, so I’m really 
lucky I have two great kids.” 

In the romantic comedy opening 
Wednesday, Witherspoon plays Kate, who 
with boyfriend Brad (Vince Vaughn) makes 
up one half of a happily unmarried San 
Francisco couple that has made a tradition 
of ditching their crazy families every 
Christmas for sunny vacations in exotic 
locales.

West Town spot’s best feature is 
its sprawling front patio. In warm 
weather, you can sit there for 
hours, working your way through 
the beer list and snacking on 
bites from the well-rounded 
bar menu. It’s entirely possible 
to become quite smitten from a 
comfy seat overlooking Chicago 
Avenue. 

But now that the weather’s turned, 
our late-summer romance is over. We 
had to find something else to love about 
the place. And wouldn’t you know. Old Oak 
launched brunch about four weeks ago. 

When we finally did step inside. Old Oak made 


a good first impression. The roomy, high-ceilinged 
space is fresh and modern, but details like the tall 
stacked stone fireplace lend a touch of warmth. 

It feels as much like a casual restaurant as a bar, 
especially in the light of day A bonus for those who 
prefer conversation to two-point conversions is the 
lack of TVs— there’s just one flat-screen above the 
bar and another inconspicuous one across the room. 

The cuisine: Watch your back. Bongo Room. 
Tour dessert-disguised-as-breakfast (or is it the 
other way around?) creations may be legend- 
ary in this town, but Old Oak is poised to give 
you a run for your Sunday-morning money And 
get this: They’re going to do it single-handedly, 
with one decadent, ridiculously over-the-top 
, creation. 

So what’s the secret weapon? 
It’s a brioche French toast 
(left) drenched in Oaxacan 
hot chocolate sauce, 
sprinkled with can- 
died walnuts and 
topped with a scoop 
of malted vanilla gelato 
from local artisan gelato-maker 
Black Dog ($8). It was— and this is not 
an honor we confer lightly— the best French 
toast we’ve had all year. 

We have a hunch the Old Oak folks know they 
have a good thing going, because they don’t even 
bother with other sweet options on a menu that’s 




nearly a dozen dishes strong. If you’re unmoved by 
our ode to Old Oak’s French toast, you’re free to 
indulge in savories such as Fat Boy Pie (a big oF mess 
of pulled pork, cheese, tomatoes, black olives, green 
onions. Green Goddess dressing and French-fried 
mashed potatoes with a fried egg on top, $11), a 
bacon-cheddar-egg-tomato breakfast sandwich on 
ciabatta ($8) and a pretty good version of chilaquiles, 
save for some slightly undercooked black beans ($9). 
But did we mention the French toast?

Obama shook dozens of hands and posed for 
photos with the patrons and staff He signed a 
photo of himself and Mayor Daley that had been 
taken in the deli after he won the U.S. Senate pri- 
mary in 2004. 

Owner Ken Raskin, whose father was Manny had 
asked Obama to sign the photo for him.

“We’re going to be working with 
Northwestern over the coming months to 
establish a new series trophy” 


The Sweet Sioux Tomahawk trophy, now 
enclosed in a framed case with the scores of 
the Northwestern-Illinois games, returned to 
Champaign last year after the Illini’s victory 
over the Wildcats. 

The tradition will end Saturday, when the 
mini bring the trophy to Evanston. It will 
remain at Northwestern no matter who wins 
Saturday’s game.

Germany drops 
Scientology ban 

Germany is dropping its pursuit 
of a ban on Scientology after 
finding insufficient evidence of 
illegal activity, security officials 
said Friday. Domestic intelligence 
services will continue to monitor 
the group, officials said. The 
German branch of the L.A.-based 
Church of Scientology has been 
under observation by domestic 
intelligence services for more 
than a decade. Top security 
officials asked state governments 
in December to begin gathering 
information on whether they had 
sufficient grounds to seek a ban. 

Amsterdam 
‘weed summit’ 

Amsterdam will close almost a fifth 
of its marijuana cafes to comply 
with a national ban on having 
them near schools, the mayor said 
Friday. Another city, Eindhoven, 
said it would start issuing permits 
to marijuana growers in order to 
better regulate the trade-if the 
national government approves. 
The plans were announced as 33 
major Dutch cities held a “weed 
summit” to discuss the nation’s 
long-standing policy of tolerating 
marijuana use while routinely 
arresting growers.

Authorities in Georgia were 
continuing to look for a gunman 
who shot and wounded a student 
at Savannah State University 
on Friday, and a SWAT team 
surrounded a dormitory where 
the shooter might be, officials 
said. University spokeswoman 
Loretta Heyward said she believed 
students had been alerted by 
university officials to stay where 
they were after the shooting that 
happened between 11 a.m. and 
noon at the oldest historically 
black college in Georgia.

Paterno*s last stand? 

Rumors swirl— again— over Penn State coach’s retirement

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. His contract expires after 
this season. His hip is so sore it may need 
surgery His team is one win away from the 
Rose Bowl. 

Joe Paterno has made a living coaching big 
games at Penn State, but the regular-season 
finale Saturday against Michigan State could 
be historic for one more reason: What if it’s 
the Hall of Famer’s last game coaching at 
Beaver Stadium? 

The end of the regular season marks the 
beginning of the annual discussion among 
fans and the media about whether Paterno 
will be back next season. Paterno has said 
nothing about quitting, and he was gruff 


after the Indiana game last week when he 
was asked whether this weekend might be 
his home finale. 

“I haven’t even thought about it,” the 81- 
year-old Paterno said before limping off the 
stage with the help of a cane. His hip and 
right leg have bothered him since the first 
week of the season, when he was demon- 
strating an onside kick at practice. He also 
brushed aside a broader question about his 
future on Tuesday 

Paterno has dropped hints, though, that 
this season won’t be his last. Two weeks ago, 
he talked about how he was looking forward 
to getting back on the road to recruit. 

Penn State has 20 verbal commitments for 


2009, according to recruiting services. The 
latest one, defensive end/tight end Garry 
Gilliam of Hershey said Paterno told him he 
wasn’t going anywhere for the next couple 
of years, according to The Patriot-News of 
Harrisburg. 

Talks between Paterno and school President 
Graham Spanier about his future are on hold 
until after the season concludes, which could 
be Jan. i at the Rose Bowl if the Nittany Lions 
win this weekend. 

Both sides have said Paterno doesn’t need 
something in writing to keep a job he’s had a 
record 43 seasons, with a resume that includes 
382 career wins— first among major college 
coaches.
